Most of this huge quantity has been 


seized in big raids In which.truckloads 
or /automobile loads were taken.

Booze smuggling along the 
New 


England front has settled down to a 
steady, organized campaign, in which 
the United States government agents' 
aro steady losers. The Port of New- 
port, about six miles south of the 
line, has eleven revenue officers. This 
thin band has to Inspect all incoming 
trains, tho lake front, and eight or 
ten roads have to. be patrolled night 
'and day. One- revenue officer 
esti- 


mated that there were about twenty- 
active smugglers to every revenue 
ofllcer operating 
along1 the 
roads 


around tho- town, so the 'reader can 
draw his own conclusion as to the 
percentage 
of 
smugglers 
caught.

tle with real 
smugglers in 
high- 


powered automobiles or playing hide 
and, seek with passengers and Pull- 
man porters on the international ex- 
press trains. Last spring a 
New- 


port revenue'officer hung up his big 
overcoat in the smoking compartment 
of a Pullman car while he was' going 
through the train. A man In tl-.e 
compirtment Immediately left for his 
seat and -brought

satchel.' He opened It and took out 
six qiia'rts of Scotch, which he tucked 
Into"'the-.various pockets of the rev- 
enue officer's, coat. When the officer 
came around he examined the passen- 
ger's black bag and everybody else's 
luggage! but it never occurred to him 
to examine his own overcoat.

WHERE THE COURTS AID 
THE CROOKS AND S.IIUGGLERS 


Only tha other day a"force of rev- 


enue ofncers, the police oi half a doz- 
en Vermont .villages •-, and 
deputy 


sheriffs engaged in a running battle 
with smugglers which began at the 
border and did not end till forty miles 
south oi tho 'border. Two or three 
men wero wounded, 
two1 -suspects 


wero caught, but.nabody was" killed. 
That battle was a great joke, and If 
you doubt it consider the fact that 
the two fugitives, one an ex-convict, 
wero released on bail of $500 each, af- 
ter tho revenue officers had 
discov- 


ered that tho two ' arrested men ap- 
peared" to be engaged In a game far 
mortf -serious than whisky running. 
Thero was no booze .found In their 
automobile, on 
wh:c'h_tho 
license 


number had been changed. But the 
ox-convict was Kr.ov.-n to-have had 
In his possession a small valise which 
disappeared before he was arrested. 
The revenue officers are morally con- 
vinced that the ex-convict was smug 
£llng drugs, not booze. His record 
showed that he had been sentenced-to 
]i?o Imprisonment in • Massachusetts 
and had been'pardoned after serving 
several, years. He had been convict- 
ed of burglary and-of shooting and 
seriously- wounding- the man- • whose 
homo he had robbed. It will prob- 
ably be considered a joke If this man 
forfeits.his 5500 bail and'does 'not ap- 
pear for trial.

REVENUE MEN1 EXTtAIlT 
WHY THEY FAIL 


I asked several 
reyenus 
officers 


along tlio border-"towns how 
they- 


ever expected to enforce prohibition; 
The .replies I' received w.er'e .substan- 
tially the same: "We'll never.be able 
to stop rum-running 
unless , some 


radical changes are put through." 
.-One revenue officer put'it this way: 


"We .are-.short of men. -iWe have 


asked for reinforcements and were 
turned down. . To'make any cffectiye 
resistance against the rum runners 
under present conditions; we need at 
least twenty.more.'deputies to patrol 
the b'ack roads: But- even; with our 
•'limited force we could 'stop'-smug- 
gllng'altogether.If tho courts would 
send a few of the offenders to Leav- 
enworth 'Instead of 
imposing -the 


•maximum f.ne« of,fSOO and costs. The

However, It is only fair to 
state 


that tho price paid by the whisky, 
ring Is generally higher than tho.nne 
and xost of litigation in Case of con- 
viction. The booze "confiscated Is a 
dead loss, so'is the flivver or truck 
or touring car. The law governing 
transportation of 'vehicles across the* 
line is an extremely awkward one 
for the smugglers. Any person'drlv- 
ins a vehicle of any sort across the 
lino must register his vehicle with 
the customs authorities. " If he falls 
to do so and is caught, his vehicle 
Isi confiscated. A 
few 
weeks ago 


federal officers chased .and caught a 
New Yorker driving 'a high 
priced 


car. H e was returning from Canada. 
The car contained .no ^contraband and 
the officers suspected that the driver 
had deposited his load of liquor in 
the woods along the road. However, 
the coir, was seized. It had not been 
registered ' when 
it 
entered - or 


left Canada. 
One of these, days 
tho owner will have an opportunity 
of. buying back his car at public, auc- 
tion. 


One of tha great obstacles of the 
revenue officers, according- to their 
own story, • is the 
failure of 
the 
Canadian authorities to co-operate in 
the conviction of smugglers. In one 
instance, I was told1, the conviction of 
a man 'charged with smuggling de- • 
ponded on the testimony o'f a police- 
man in a Province'of Quebec 'city. 
The American'authorities 'requested 
the policeman to testify,' and1 the lat- 
ter-declared his willingness to do so, 
but was stopped by .the Mayor of the 
Canadian town, who threatened to 
relievo tho policeman of'his job'if he 
meddled In tho matter. 
, 


'They are. sore as- the very devil 
across the border," said the American, 
customs officer' .who told/me 'this 
story, "because of the exchange rate. 
Beal estate operations on this side of 
the line have fallen oft at
